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Something for the Information of all concerning 
Ele&ion and Reprobation ; and unto ſuch as 
hold Opinions and teach, That God hath Or- 
dained a great part of Men and Women to 
Reprobation,Condemnation & Hell, with- 
cut any Cauſe or Faultat all in theCreature 
leſs or more; for God hath ordained lome 
to a Reprobation and Condemnation from 
the Foundation of the World, ſay they : 4nd 
Jo bold a Reprobation of ſome Perſons to all E- 
ternity ; and for it bring Jude q. who ſpeaks 
of ſuch as were Ordained of old to Condemn ation, 
and ſaith, There were certain Men crept in 
unawares, which were of old Qrdained to 
this Condemnation, Ungodly Men, turn- 
ing the Grace of our Cod into Laſcivioul- 

\Nefs, and denying the Lord God, and our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 


© W this Scripture of F«de's doth prove,that 
JJ] there was a Faulr and a Cauſe in theſe men 


| for this Condemnation, for they-were Un- 
godly Men, that turned the Grace of God into La- 
(civiouſneſs ; which Grace of God hath appeared 
aſs all men; to reach them, and to bring their Sak- 
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Now, if this Grace and Fayour of God did fo ap 
pear unto theſe and all mea, to teach them, and bring 
their Salvation ; and theſe ungodly men turned from 
this Grace into Laſciviouſneſs, and ſo denyed the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, that bought them, by whom this 
Grace and Truth came ; and to deny the only Lord 
God, the Creator of all, and who gives Life and 
Breath unto all, and would have all mca to be ſaved, 
and to cometo the Knowledge of the Truth, and de» 
deſires not the Death of a Sinner, neither hath he 
Pleafure in him that dyes,but rather that they would 
turn, and repent, and live to God, who fent his Son 
to taſte Death for every Man. 

And they thus to deny God, and his Son, which 
hath bought them with his Blood, which was ſhed for 
all men, here muſt needs be a great Fault, and a 
Cauſe wherefore God and Chrift does judge and con-

good Spirit, which God had given to them to inftrutt them y

And theſe People, that God had fo ſaved, and 
brought out of Zgypr, they were of Faceb's ſtock, 
which was of the EleQions not of the ſtock of #- 
ſav, that was of the Reprobation, as you call it ; non 
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of the ftock of Catz, for all his Stock was drowned 
18 the old World, for grieving Ged's good Spirit, and 
corrupting the Earth, and filling it with Vigleacc; - 
So here was a Caule for the Lord God to judge and 
condema thele ungodly men, both before the Flood 
and after, inthe time of the Law, to condemn ſuch 
as grieved his Spirit, and rebelled againſt it, -and did 
not believe '1a him, after that he had ſaved them. 
And ſo likewiſe in the new Teſtament, wherein 
Chriſt raſted Death for every man, and his Grace 
hath appeared to all men, to teach them, and bring 
their Salvation : if ſuch deny Chriſt that hath boughr 
them, and the only God the Creator of them, 'thar 
ſent-his Son to ſave them; that they might have Life 
through him ; and to enlighten every man that com- 
eth into the World, which Light was the Life in him, 
the Word, by whom allthings were made: and crea» 
ted: y- and he faith; Believe iin the Light, that ye may 
come to be thi Children of the ' Light.

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So is not God and Chriſt juſt 1a condemning and 
judging the World in Righteouſnels, according to 
his Light, "Truth, Grace and Spirit, that is poured 
out upon all Fleſh. And the Saints ſaid, That God 
ws juſt in judging the Whore, that whored from ir (in 
Revelations)... 
$0 it.is clear, the 074/na#ion, as you call it, to Con- 
demnation and Judgment,is upon mans Diſobedience 
and Rebellion againſt God's good Spirit, and their 
Uabelict in God and Chrift. 
;;:;For this Condemnation comes not upon them that 
believe, 'and that obey rhe Spirit of: God, cither in 
the times 'of the Law; or of the Goſpel, ' nor before 
the Flood : -For the Angels that kept not their firſt 
ſtate, but left their Habitation, that broughe the ever- 
laſting Chain upon them, and Condemnation. So 
beth Fews and Chriftiens not keepang their Habitations 
is. the Oldand New Covenant, .have come under the 
Condemnation. And zdew\and-Eve keeping not 
their Habitation, brought Condemnation upon them2 
ſelves and.,all Mankigd: Even fo by the Righteouſ- 
neſs of owe (to wit, Chriſt): 'the: free. Gift/of 'God 
catne upon all men-unto Juſtification of Life; ''-:; 
: New then; where is your Condemnatiou'adtd Rel 
probation before the:World began? (ſeeing the firſt 
Condemnation came upon man after Adeaw 2nd: Eve 
fell,” which was the firſt Fault or Cauſe) forot withs 
out 2 Fault ora Cauſe in Man. For by Diſbbedience, 
Unbelief' and Rebellionjagainſt God's good Spiriand: 
Command, and turning his Gracs into Lalciviouf.: 
neſs, and bydenying the Lord Gcd, that made ther ;' 
and the Lord Jeſus Chriſt; that dy for thew,cand- 
bought them; Doth not this Condemciitives them 
To come 
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come upon Mankind under the new Covenant, asit, 
did upoa them written of old,& in the old Covenant? 
And did not Sodem and Gomorrah, by giving them- 
ſelves over to Laſciviouſneſs and Fornication, and 
going aticr ſtrange Fleſh, bring the juſt Judgments 
and Cendemnation of God upon them, whom God 
ſet forth for Examples to (utter the Vengeance of e> 
ternal Fire * & 


And fo thoſe Ungodly Men, which the Apoſtle calls 
filthy Dreamers, that did riſc up in gheir Goſpel times, 
which weat in Cain's Way, and ran greedily after the 
Error of Balaexw for Rewards, and in the Gain-ſay; 
ing, that was Corah's Way; which were Spots 1n 
the Feaſts of the _— Charity z which went un; 
der the Name of Chrifians, that were the Mockers, 
& walked after their ungodly Luſts, yet could ſpeak 
high bwolling words, having meas Perſons in Admi- 
ration becauſe of Advantage, So it ſcems they would 
be Teachers, though they were like unto the raging 
Waves of the Sea,and Trees withour Fruit,and Wells 
without Water,& were twice dead. & plucked up b 
the Roots. Now ſuch as theſe didtrouble the Churc 
in the Apoſtles dayes, and were a great Gricf unto 
them then (and tothe true Believers) which he-calls 
Wendring Stars, Senſual, having wot the Spirit. 

Now hew ſhould they have the Spirit of God to 
be their Guide, when they were erred from it, and 
were turned to be Mockers, walking after their Un- 
godly Lufts, and not after the Spirit ? , But it is clear, 
that theſe once had the Spirit ; elſe, how could they 
err from it, like Za/4ams ? 

And alfo it is manifeſt, they could not be twice 
dead, except they were once 8live; But thelc wars 
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ſuch as Admired Mens Perſons, and by that they got 
Advantage; for they ran greedily after Rewards, 
like B«/«em, in the Apoſtles days, as Balaem did in 
his dayes; and like Corah, who gain-ſayed the Law 
in the old Covenant z ſo did theſe Cerahs and Bala. 
«ms, Called Chriftiens, who had troubled both che 
Church and the Apoftles, gain ſaycd the Truth in 
the anew Covenint, who had been once dead, and 
were made alive, and then were dead again, ſo could 
not grow, Witter of old to Condemnation in the 
new Covenant, as well as in the old. And then they 
were not like to have any Water in their Wells, nor 
Fruit, but as wandring Stars, not fixed; and at laſt 
came to be like the Raging Foaming Seca, cafting up 
nothing but Mire and Dirt. Yet theſe nominal Chrs- 
ftians would be Sacrificers, like Exim, and yet Killers 
of ſuch as were in Abe/'s Faith in the Field, which is 
the World, where they Admired Mens Perſons be? 
cauſe of Advantage ; and here was the Beginning 
and Greund of Admiring Mens Perſons, becauſe of 
Advantage ; and here is the Antiquity,and Beginning 
and Riſc of ſuch as went in C4iz's Way, Corah's and 
| Balaaom's Way, amongſt the Chriſtians, from Chriſt, 
the New and Living Way ; and yet would-be Prea- 
chers of the” Goſpel, without the Guidance of the 
Spirit, being erred from it, and Dead Men, -and 
Wandring Stars, ray twice: Dead,” and Wells with- 
out Water; and Trees without Frvit z-came to be 
Preachers with their high ſwelling Werds of Vanity; 
and Admiring Mens Perſons becauſe: of Advantage, 
and yet Fruitleſs Trees: And was not bere Fault 
_ and'Cauſe enough in theſe men'' for their Coadentna- 
tion and Reprobarion ? ©For Cath did hoij the "—_ 
, '$) 
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of God, and ſo did B«/a#w, and had the Spirit of 
God ; and Cor4h was brought out of «£gypr, and 
ſaved from Pharaoh, and came through the Kea Sex. 
For Cin was made alive,that heard the Yoice of God, 
and Balaaw, and Corab, and then they came to dyc 
aguin, they muſt needs then be called Fru#vleſs Trees 
twice dead, and Wels without Water, and Wandring 
Stars, and ts have erred from the Spirit of God, which 
would have fixed them, Then Cain was wroth a« 
?ainſt Abe/, the true Sacrificer. and flew him. And 
F:larm, when he errcd from the Spirit, and would 
fain have gotten Ba/a*'s Reward to have curled the 
Children of 1jr.e!, but the Lord reftrained him z and 
after B«/aey; taught Balak to lay Stumbling blocks 
before them. And Corah gain-ſayed the Law of Gcd 
in the old Covenant, though he had bcen ſaved, and 
the Lord brought him out of Egype. 

Now theſe ungodly men, that went uncer the 
Name of Chriſtians in the Apoftles dayes, which w'enc 
in Cain's, Corab's and Balazm's Way, which have 
gain-ſayed the Goſpel, and hated the Light of Chriſt, 
_ and rebelled againſt the Spirit, and walked deſpight- 

fully againſt the Spirit of Grace, which the Apoitfe 
faid w.v for Condemnation, which he ſaw creepirg up, 
and ariſing then in their day : And was not here 
Fault and Cauſe enovgh in them for their Condem- 
nation ? Have not thiſe been of the Race of thels 
Men, that have been Teachers ſince the Apoſtles days, 
which he ſaid then were for Condemnation For, 
have they not gone in Caiz and Corah's Way ? gain- 
ſaying the Light of Chriſt, with which he enligh- 
tens every man that cometh into the World, and the 


Goſpel that is preached to every Creature, aud ki:!'d 
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the true Sacrificers, Ls have been in Abe!'s Faith: 
And are not theſe the mea that preach and hold a Re- 
probation of Perſons ; and that God hath ordained the 
greateff part of Mankiyd for Hell and Damnation? But 
are they not found in the Reprobacion themſelves, 
and ſo under the Condemnation written of old, as 
by their Fruits we may try and find them ? 

' Exr do not you ſay, You have net the ſame Power and 
Holy Ghoſt the Apeſtles had? And then are you not ſuch | 
as are ſeniual, not having the Spirit, and not in the 
Spirit the Apoftles were 1n, as you have and do con- 
tes? aid then arc younot the Wells without Water, 
Trees without Fruit, the Wandring Stars, not fixed, 
and like the Raging Waves of the Sea, caſting u 
Mire and Dirt ® and cauſed all People that have fol- 
lowed you, to wander, and to be fruitleſs Trees, 
and Wells without Water, like your ſelves? And 
have you not hereby brought your ſelves under the 
Condemnation,-and in the Reprobation, with the 
Light and Spirit the Apoſtles were in, who gave 
Judgment upon (uch then 2 

2aly, Alſo, Are you not gone into Cain's Way, 
whoonse heard the Yoice of God, and become Va- 
gabonds from the Faith of Abel, and the Yoice of 
God ; and now lay, There is no hearing the Voice of God 
wow aaayes; 2s Cain, and the Prophets, and the Apo- 
files did? And fo are mot you grown darker now; 
than old Cain, who have killed and perſecuted ſo 
many upon the account of Sacrifice, Religion, Church 
and Workhip, that have been in the Faith of Abel, 
 fince the Apoſtles dayes ? 
And ſome of you may plead, That jeu have [ufſer- 
ea for your ſacrifice, and have been Kill:1 or Per ſecuted 
for 
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for your Religion.” But that doth not demonfrate you 
to be 111 the True Faith, as long as you Kill and Peric- 
cute others for their Faith and Religion, when you 
are uppermoſt ; for that is not according to the tz ue 
Faith of Chriſt, to make any to ſuffer Deith, or to 
periecute them for their Religion, Church or Wor- 
ſhip, that be contrary to them : For Chriſt rebuked 
ſuch as would have mens Lives deſtroyed, that would 
not Receive him, and faid unto them, They did not 
know what Spirit they were of ,, and he came not to Deſtroy 
mens Lives, but to ſave them, 

And the Apoſtles ſaid, Their Weapcrvs were Spiritnal, 
and not Carnal, and they wreſiled not with Fleſh and 
Blood. 

And Chrift ſaid unto them, Let tht Tares and the 
Wheat grow together til the Harveff, which wis the 
End of the World, and then he woula ſend his Angels to 
ſever the Wheat from the Tarcs. 

And ſoit is clear, thoſe that have taken away mcns 
Lives, and Kill and Perfecure upon the Account of 
Religion, they have gone in Cain's Way, and not in 
the Way of Chrift nor the Apoſtles; and fo are the 
men that were written of old for Contcemnat 01, 
who have not kept their Habitation in the Faith, and 
Spirir, avd Power of God, that works by Love, as 
the Apoſtles were 1n y, and therefore here is Caule 
and Faulr. enough 1n you for this Condemnation 
written of old. 

And likewiſe ſuch Chrift;ens, that go in Belaas's 
Way, which the Apoſtle ſaw inthoſe days riſing up, 
who have erred from the Spirit that the Apoſtles were 
in, and yet may make a Profeſſion fram the Words 
of the New Teſtament and Old, in their high ſ{wel- 
B 2 ling 
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ling words of Vanity, and yet run greedily after the 
Error of Balaam for Rewards, and icek for Hire for 
their Propheeying or Preaching, and do admire mens 
Perſons, that they may get the moſt Advantage by, 
and Hanour them with Cap and Knee, and give them 
all other Flattering Titles : and were not theſe 
them tha: were written of old for Judgment and 
Condemaation, that were found in theſe Prattices ? 

For would not B«/a«»: have deſtroyed the Fews,and 
curſed them, but that the Lord reftrained him ? and 
he ſhewed unto Be/«k the way how to deſtroy the 1/- 
raclites, as by the Stumbling-blocks he laid in their 
way,afterward appeared. Ang have not many of your 
Prophets and Teachers, that have gone in the way of 
Balazm, deſtroyed many people upon the account of 
their Rewards, Hire and Maintenance, and caſt them 
into Priſons till Death, for which they have neither 
Law norCemmand from Chrif nor his Diſciples,and 
ſo are worſe than your Fore-fathers, B«/«am and $7- 
mon Mazm ? 

So have not many of thera been worſe than Ba/aaw 
in ſuch PraQtices, who have gone in the way of Ba/a- 
am for their Rewards, Wages and Hire, and not in 
the Way of Chrift Jeſus, who ſaid, Freely you bave 
received, freely give ? 

Neither have they gone in the Way of the Apoſtles, 
who did met covet any man's Silver, Gold ner Apparel, 
but laboured with their Hands for their own pus. 1, 
that they mi;ht be Examples to all that followed them, as 
in 47s 20, and 2 Theſ], ;- | 

Sol ſay, have not all you covetous Hirclings, who 
are ſo greedy after your Gifts and Rewards, and ad- 
mire men's Perſons where you can get the moſt 2d+ 
vantage-z 
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vantage; andgo in Ba/aam's way, and are erred ſrom 
the Spirit of Chriſt, which the Apoſtles were in (I 
ſay) are not you the men in the Reprobation from 
Chriſt and the Apoſtles, and written of old for Con- 
demnation? have not your Fruits declared it ? who 
are found fruitleſs Trees, and the Wells without Wa: 
ter, and like the Raging Waves of the Sea, caſting 
up Mire and Dirt againſt the Righteous; and ate 
the-wandring Stars, who are wandred from that Spi. 
ritand Power the Apoſtles were in : and is not here 
Cauſe and Fault enough in you for your Condemaas 
tion, as is written of old ? 

And how ſhould ye be ſettled, or have any Fruit 
on your Trees, or Water in your Wells, bur be ſen. 
ſual, and ſo be in the Reprobation, and under the 
Condemnation, not having the Spirit of Chrift the 
Apoſtles were in, 

And alſo, have you not gone in the way of Corah, 
who gain-ſayed the Law ? But theſe that were called 
4 —_p who went in Coreh's way, pm he the 
Goſpel, yea, gain-ſay'd the Spirit of Chriſt that 
was in the Apoſtles. But do not you gain-ſay, that 
Chriſt dyed for al! men, who taſted Death for every 
man? And do not you gain-ſay, That the Grace of 
God, which hath appeared unto all men, i ſufficient to teach 
them, end bring their Salvation? And likewiſe, do 
not you gain-ſay the Light of Chriſt, which is the 
Life in the Word, by which all things were made and 
created, which Chriſt lighteth every man that comes 
into the World withal : and faith, Believe in the 
Light, that ye may become the Children of the Light ? 

Now do not all ſuch gain-ſay this Light, this 
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Grace of Chrit, which cnlightens all men, and hath 
appeared unto ail men; and Chriſt, thac raſted Dearh 
for every man z and the G (tl, preached to and in. 
every Creature that is under H:aven? And as Coreh 
gain-ſayed Moſes and the Law of Gug in che old Co- 
venant, ſo have you «like C746) gain fayed Chrift 
in his Light and Grace, and Spirit poured upon all 
men, in the new Covenant. And then are you not 
ia the Reprobation, from the Dottrine of Chrift 
and the Apoſtles, in the new Covenant, and {o writ- 
ten of old for Condemnation, thouga you may (well 
as high as Corah in your words of Vanity, and be 
Clouds without Water,carricd about with the Wind, 
and what you know, you know but naturally,as bruir 
Baſis; and in theſe things you corrupt your ſelves ; 
and how ſhould it bz otherwiſe, when you are erred 
from the Spirit that the Apoftles were in ? 

And lo, let the Teachers in Chrifendom meaſure 
themſelves and their Fruits, whether they have not 
gone in Cain, Corab and Balazn's way, in their Killing 
about Religion and Worſhip, and for Hire, Gifts and 
Rewards for their Prophecying and Preaching, and 
gain-ſay'd the DoCtrine of Chriſt, who ſaid, Freely 
you beve received, freely give; and are preaching up 
Keprobation and Condemnation of Perſons : But let 
them ſee, if it be not their own Conditions, being 
found in the ſteps and fpirit of them which the Apo 
ftles ſaid, were written of old to Condemnation, who 
havenot kept to that Power and Spirit the Apoftles 
and primitive Chriſtians were in: ſo that which they 
have judged upon others, let them ſee if they be nor 
fallen under the ſame Judgment themſelves, and cauſe

along the Marks, and Steps, 8nd Fruits of them, which 
were ordained, as you call it, to Reprobation, was of 
ſuch as were written of old for Condemnation, which 
15 come upon Mankind for diſobeying the.

Hat God hath ordained the Greateſt part of Men and 
Women for Reprobation, and Condemnation, 4nd 
for Hell. = 

You that have preached this, are in the Reprobati- 
on your ſelves, and not in the Ele&ion, as hath been 
proved before z whoare found in Caiz's, Corab's and 
Balaam's way, Written of old to Condemnation. 

For if God had ordained the greateft part of Man- 
kind for Hell, according to your falſe DoQrine, then 
how did God ſend his Son? Who fo loved the mm 

that 
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that he gave his only begottew Son into the World, that 
whoſoever believerh on him, ſhould not periſh, but have 
everlefting Life, And Chriſt lighteth everyman that 
cometh into the World, with his Light, which is the 
Life in himſelf, the Word ; and ſaith, Believe in the 
Light, and ſaith, He that believes, « ſeved; and fbalt 
net come into Condemnation: and he that believes wotig 
condemned already. 

$5 it is clear, for want of mens believing in the 
Light, the Light is their Condemnation; fo they are 
all enlightned, that they might all believe and be (a- 
ved through Chriſt Jeſus; and then where is 0r4in:= 
tion for Condemnation ?

Holy Ghoſt, into all Nations, to p:cach the Geſpel 
ro every-Creature under Heaven. Now 1s not this 
glad Tidings and j-yful News of Salvation to every

Then where arc thoſe Creatures or Perſcns:- that are 

fore-ordained for Condemnation, as you talk cf? For is 

it not becauſe they would nct receive and believe 
theeverlaſting Goſpel of Salvation, the good News 
and glad Tidings to every Creature under Heaven,that 
they periſh? They did not go and ſay, as you that are 
inthe Error, have ſaid and talkt, and ſo go and tell the 
Nations, That God had fore-ordained the greateſt part of 
them for Hell and Condemnation: That is not the Go.

they that do not, are condemned already. $0 it is clear, 
chat it is Unbelief that brings Condemmation, But 
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''But the: Meſſage of Chriſt and the Goſpel, that they 
had to preach, was glad Tidings and. good News of 
Salvation came to every Creature under Heaven, by 
Chrift Jeſus, who had ſhed his Blood, and tafted 
Death for every man, that was Dead in old Adam; 
ſo he taſted Death for them all, and enlightens them 

all, and his Goſpel is preached to themall, of Light, 
Life and Salvationz and it is their Condemnation 
that do not receive it, and believe ia it, Andalſo.the 
Grace of God, which briags Salvation [mark,brings 
Salvation] this Grace & Favour of God has appeared 
untoall men. Now if God had fore ordained ſuch 
« Number of Perſons (as you lay and preach) for Re- 
probation and Condemnation, how doth this Grace 
and Favour then appear toall men ? and how can it 
then be faid, Chrift taſted Death for every man ? For 
by the Offence of Adawr and Eve did not Condemnation 
and FZudement come upon all men? And fo by the 
Righteouſneſs of Chriſt che free Gift came upon all 
men to Juſtification of Life : and then, where is Fore- 
ordination of Perſons to Condemnation, fecing, all were 
+1 Condemnation? For by the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt the 
free Gift came upon all men ro Fuſt:fication of Life. And 
ſs, is not the Condemnation and the Fudement come 
for not receiving Chriſt, and believing ia him? Ard 
did nor the firft Condemnation come upon Adam and 

«Eve for not believing, and diſobeying God ? 

For if the Grace and Favour of God to all Mankind 
+hath appeared unto them, which will bring their 
Salvation ; this doth not ſhew, that God hath Fore- 
ordained men to Reprobation, but would have all to he 
ſaved, and to come to the — of the Truth, And 

' thea 
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then where comes in mens Reprobation and Cog: 
demnation? but by turning this Grace of Ged into 
Laſcivioulnels, and walking deſpightfully againſt it ? 

So.its clear God's Love 1s to all Mankind, -in his- 
Grace, and in his Son, and in his Goſpel, and in the 
Light of Chriſt, which is the Life in him, the Word ; 
and in the Death of his Sen, who ſhed his Blood and 
tafted Death for every man: and ſo that their Re- 
probation ard DeftruCtion is of themſelves, who 
' hear not the Voice of God and Chrift, but- grieve 
his Spirit and hate his Light, and walk delpight- 
fully againft the Spirit of Grace, and deny God 
the Creator, and the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, by whom 
all things were created, who taſted Dath, and ſhed . 
his Blood for. every man: Such as do not b-lieve 
ia him, but deny him, arcia the Reprobarion, and 
worthy of Condemnation, and th:-re 1s Caule and : 
Fault enough 1a them for i*. 

Soif you do ſay, That Cain was Reprobited, I lay, 
his ſtock was drowned inthe old World, ard there, 
fore tell us nat of Cats, 

And if you do ſay, That Eſau and Iihmae!'s Stock, 
axd the Egyptians were Reprobated, - Then tell not us 
of theſe Stocks, for we are not of Eſau's nmr Iſhmacl s, 
nor of the eAgyptians ſtocks, tie Sons of Ham, For 
are not we of Faphet's ſtock, if you will derive the 
Genealogies of People? And was it not promiſed 
that Fapher ſhould dwell i1 the Tents of Shem, if Shows 
was ofthe Ele ? * And therefore tel] not us of your 
Dodrine of E/e#71ow and Reprobetion of Perſons, and of 
certain Stocks of People. | 


But come, look back again, and tura over a uh 
pet. 
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'ſpel Leaf, does not Chriſt bid his Diſciples Go zuto af 
. Nations and preach the Goſpel of Good-News and Glad- 
Tidings of Salvation to every Creature unaer Heaven ? 
And do you think that they paſſed by the Ngtions of 
. Eſau, and of 1ſhmacl, and of the eAgyptians, and 3a- 
by 'ox,and ſaid, and preached unto them,that God kad 
tore-ordained them to Reprobation, Ccndemnation 
and H211? Were not all thele Creatures & Men? and 
hath not Chriſt ſhed his Blood and taſted Death for e- 
"very man.& lo for theſe as well as others ? and his Go- 
{pel was preached to every Creature under Heaven, 
of Comfort and Salvation; and ſo to thele as well as 
others. And he who enlightens every man that co- 
meth into the World, enlightens theſe as well as 
others: and his Grace which hath appeared unto all 
men, hath appeared unto all theſe as well as others , 
and if they did not believe it & receive it, it was to be 
a Witneſs againſt them, and they were worthy of the 
Judgment and Condemnation, elſe how will God 
judge the World in Rightcoaſneſs, according to the 
Goſpel, the Power of God, if that the Goſpel be 
not preached to, or in every Creature under Hea- 
ven; and that Chriſt hath not ſhed his Blood and 
taſted Death for every man, which were dead in old 
Adam, that they might believe and be turned unto 
God? But the Light of the Goſpel, which en: 
Iightens every man that cometh into the World : 
And the Grace of God, inthe Golpel, which bringeth 
Salvation, hath appeared unto all: And God hath 
poured out of his Spirit upon all Fleſh in his New 
- ſo that all Fleſh might ſee the Salvation of 
Gd.

but unto ſore only and the other were fore ordained unto Re- 
probation, written of old ts Condemnation ; {uch are in 

che Reprobation themſclves, and under the Condem- 
nation, and are the Sc- makers. 

And now 3f you fay, (that preach up, thar the 
greateſt part of Mankind are fore-ordaincd for Con- 
demnation) That the Word came unto Taccb, and the 
Statutes wnto Iſrael: which is true, and the like was 
not to other Nations, And what mult be inferred 
. from this? that the Goſpel in the new Covenant muſt nt. 
be preachid to all Nations, For we know that the Word - 
came to Faceb, and the Statutes to 1/racl, and that the 
Children of J/rae/ received the Statutes and the Law, 
and the old Covenant; and Facob was called fo, 
as he was 2 Supplanter of prophane Eſaw, and was 
called 1ſrael, as a Prince with Goa, and a Prevailer 
with Men. 

So the Nation of this Children of 1/rae/, the Fews, 
they had the Types, Figures and Shadow's, given 
unto them in the old Covenant. And the Law ſerved 
till Chriſt Jeſus, who came in the New, and did a- 
boluh them in the Old, Sathat all Nations my _ 

Dis : 
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kold the Figures and Shadows,but only that patticue 
lizr Nation of the Fews, which were Figures and 
Shadows of the Subftance, Chriſt, that came of the 
Seed of Abrabam,which was to be preached to all Na- 
tions, ſo that all Nations might be partakers of the - 
Subſtince, which that one Nation had the Figures 
and Types of, and held up by the Law in the Old 
Covenant ; but Chrift the Subſtance in the New 
Covenant is promiſed both to Jews and Gentiles. 

So that if any that are called Chrifians will make 
themſelves a Peculiar Sec from theſe words to Fa- 
cob, and hold that allare fore-ordained to Condemna- 
tion, but themſclves,becauſe the Word came to Facob, 
and the Statutes to 1/r4el,, which the like was not to - 
other Nations ; and ground their conceit of their Ele« 
ion only upon theſe words, theſe ſhew their great 
Blindneſs and Ignorance, becauſe the Few/h Nation: 
in the Old Covenant (and--not other Nations) held 
the Figures and Types of Chriſt the Subſtance, the. 
New Ccvenant, which is toall Nations his Goſpel, 
his Light and his Grace, yea, his Death, which ke. 
hath taſted for every man... 

Now Jacob clears this thing himſelf, ſaying, The 
Seepter ſhall not depart from Judah, ner the Law giver 
row between his Feet, until Shiloh come; and unto him 
ſhall the gathering of the Peop'e be. So that now People 
muſt be gathered by the Light, Grace, Truth, Spi- 
rit and Goſpel of Chriſt Jeſus, ugto Chriſt Ieſus, 
the Shiloah, the peaceable Saviour. For doth not the 
Lord ſay to Abraham, In thy Seed ſhall all Nations be 
bleſſed > [Mark,All Nations be bleſſed.) And did 
not the Lord ſay. the ſame to 1ſaac, That in bis Seed." 
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ſheuld all Natiens be bleſſed? And did not the Lord 
ſay alſo unto Tacob, In thy ſeed (ball all the Families of 
the Earth be bleſſed, Gen. 28? | 

Now how can all Nations and all the Families of 
the Earth bs bleſſed in the Sced of Abraham, 1ſaac and 
Facob, if God hath fore-ordained, without any Fault 
or Canle, ſuch a number of Perſons to Reprobation, 
and Condemuation,as you ſay and preach ? 

But are not you that teach this DoQrine unJer the 
Condemaation and Reprobition from the Word and 
Promiſe of God, and Dearine of the old and new 
Covenant, who ſaid, That at Natiexs, and allthe Fa- 
milies upon the Earth foould be bleſſed [Mark] bleſſed 
in the Seed of Abrahams and 7ſaac,which Seed is Chriſt ? 
And how are they bleſſed, if fore-ordained to Cor- 
demenation or Reprobation, according to your dark 
Doerine? 

But doth not mens Reprobation and Condemnation 
come for not believing in the Light Chbri/, and not 
obeying the Goſpel, and recciving this Bleſſing from 
 Chrifl, who hath taſted Death for them, and ſhed his 
Blood for every man, and ſo from him cometh the 
Juſtification to.Life? 

And Condemnation is come upon all re 110 old Ads » 
for their Diſobedience and Unbelicf; ſo Chri/t en- 
lightening all men, that come into the World, by 
the Light, which is the Life in himſelf, the Word, 
by which all things were made, that was before 4 iam 
was: ſo that all might believe in the Light, and re, 
celve it, and receive this Grace and Goſpel, that is prea- 
ched unco all ; and not grieve this Spirit,that is pour« 
&&uponall Flejh, _ but with this Spirit mortifie the 
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Fleſh, with its Aﬀaik and Luſts, that lead them 
from God : © and belicving- in his Light, and walking 
1n his Grace and $p1rit, and in his Co/pel, and lo belie- 
ving in Chriſt and Goa, which lent him, which « eter- 
wil Life to know Goa and Feſw Chriſt, and receive the 
Bleſſings that come by him; but nor believing in this, 
but hating the Light, which they ſhould believe in, 
and quenching the Spirit.that is poured upon all fleſh ; 
and walking deſpightfully againſt the Spirit of Grace, 
that hath appeared unto all men ; and denying the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that bought them, and chat he 
taſted Death for every man, and the Goſpel preached 
to every Creature; and thence comes their Condem. 
nation and Reprobation (and is not there Cauſe and 
Fault enough in themſelves?) and for denyirg God 
and Chrift Jeſus, in whom all Nations are tlefled ; 
who deſtroyes the Devil and his Works, that have - 
brought the Curſe, Death and Darkneſs upon all Na- 
tionsz and Chrift, who brings both Light ard Life, - 
Bleſſings ard Salvation, and Juſtifieation of Life upon 
all men. | 
But if men do not believe this,the Light then is their ' 
Condemnation;and God will judge the Wcrld in Righte« 
ouſneſs by Chriſt Jeſus,who hath enlightned them all, 
& taſted Death for them all. & has ſent his Apoſtles to 
teach & preach this good news(the Goel of Salvation) to 
every Creatureunder Heaven;for God would have all 
to be ſaved, and come to the Knowledge of the Truth. - 
So God hath not ordain'd nor will'd their DeſtruRicn, 
neither deſires he their Death , but their Deſtruſtion 
is of themſelves, when they go out of his Will, from 
his Grace, Spirit, Light, Truth and Goſpel,the Power cf 
God, and follow their own wills, ſo their D: ftrution

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is of themſelves, and their Condemnation is juft-, 
and :God will judge the. World in Rightcouſnels by 
Chrift Jeſus the heavenly and ſpiritual Man, accory 
ding to his Spiric that he hath poured upon all fleſh, 
and according to the Light that he hath enlightned 
every man that cometh into the World withal, which 
is the Life in Chriſt ; and according to the Grace of 
God, that brings Salvation, and hath appeared unto - - 
all men; which they that do go from the Light, and 
hate it, and from the Grace, and walk deſpightfully 
againſt the Spirit of Grace, and diſobey the Goſpel 
preach't to every Creature, aad rebel againſt the Spi- 
rit, and follow their own wills and ſpirits; ſuch ge

But this is nothing to.prove that the Egyptian Nati- 
on is Reprobated : For 1s not God's Power knows in 
His bringing his Jews in Spirit out of ſpiritual Ze ypr, 
Sodom and Babylon? For God raiſed up outward Phas 
raoh, and hardened him againſt the outward Jews, 
who would not Jet them go to worſhip God in the 
Wilderneſs, till the firſt Birth of Z2yp: was ſlain. 
And muſt not the firſt Birth in ſpiritual Egypt and 
. Babylon be {lain before the 7ew in Spirit come = 
PAIL; 
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- ſpiritual Zgypr and Baly/:n, ro worſhip God in the Spie 

Tit and in the Truth ; and there you may read the 

| Reprobation in your ſelves, and not tind fault with 
, Pharaoh without you. 

For. deth not the Apoſtle ſay, That Chrift wu crucie 
fied in ſpirit#s/ Sodom apd Egypt ? and was n. t Chriſt 
crucihed without the Gates of outward cruſalem by 

. the /ews, which were of 1aceb's ſtock, the Eleciion, as 
you call it, and were the greateſt Profeflors upon the 
Earth? And is not outward Jer«ſalexs here, and thoſe 
that crucitied Chriſt, called Sedom and Egypt, and fo 
in the Reprobaticn and Condemnation for not believing? 
And are not both ws and Gentiles concluded under 
Sin and in Unbelief, that He might have Mercy vp. 
, 0 all? that is, upon the lews and Geatiles [ mark, 
#p0r ak] and where then is your Predeſtination or Fore- 
. ordination to Cdndemnation? (ecing that all are con, 
cluded in Unbelicf, that Sod might have Mercy ups

For the Apoſtle faith, 7t is not he that willeth; wor 
he that.runneth,but G14 that ſheweth Mercy , and he hath 
concluded them all in Unbelief, that he might have Mercy 
wpon all, So then, all that will leave their Willing 
and Running, and look at the Mercies of God, and 
believe, Rom. 9.16. & Roms. 11. 31. and believe in the 
Grace, they receive their E/e(#10n. 

For the Grace of God, which bringeth Salvation, hath - 
appeared unts all men, Therefore all men are to mind 
this Grace of God, to call them and to teach them. 
and to bring their Salvation ; and by it they may 
know the Eleion of Grace in the new Covenant of

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Now if the EleQtion ſtood only in Z459b, was not 
Pail of Facob's ftock, and the Fews cf Facob's ftock, 
who were concluded under Sin and Unbelief, as well 
as the Gentiles, that God might have Mercy upon 
all ? 

But was not Eſau'a Worker, by which Works he 
thought to have got the Bleſſing ? and were not the 
Fews Workers? and did nor they think to have got 
the Bleffing by it 1a thenew Covenant? Bat does nor 
the Apoſtle tell the Jews, That the Purpoſe of God a:- 
cording to the Eliction and Predeſtination ftanas not in 
works, but hy Grace, which hath appeared unto all men! 
ſee Rom. 9.11, 12. & Rom. 11. 5,06. 

But, as I ſaid before, was not the Goſpel prexehed 
to the Nation of Eſev, and ſbmacl, and Ezypr? and 
did not 1ſþmael avd Eſau come into the Covenant of 
Circumciſion * and muſt not they come into the new 
Covenant of Circumciſion in the Spirit,the Subſtance 
of that Type? Yes truly if they believe. 

Ard was not God's Mercy upon the Houſe of 1. 
acl and PZſau, as well as upon the Jews? elle how 
comes his Mercy upon all? 

Now the Apoſtle te{ls the Romans of Eſau and 7acob, 
and the Elder ſerving the Younger then among the 
- Romans; and were the Remens of Facob's ſtock, or F- 
ſa#'s ſtock ? 

But doth not the Apoſtle ſay, We Jews of Jacob's 
flock, by Nature were Children of Wrath as well x 
#thers? and were not all, Fews and Gentiles, concluded 
under Sin and Unbelief, and ſo were Yeſlels that held 
the Wrath as well as others? So then were they nor 
all Children of Wrath by Nature, and ia the Repro- 
D 2 batioa, 
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bition, and under Condemnation, and dead in Adam; * 
that God might have Mercy upon all, in Chriſt Jeſus, . 
who taſted Death for all, and briags Iuſtification of 
Life upon all? 

And are not you finding Fault with 1/bmaecl,and Eſas 
and Cain? and were not Ca/n,1ſbmacl & E/an your elder 
Brothers? and E/au a Man of the Field; a Hunter ? 
and are not the Nature of theſe the firſt Berth in you 
all, of Reprobation to Condemnation? and why are.you 
finding fault with Cazn, 1ſbmael and Eſau without you ? * 
are not theſe the elder Nature in. you, of Killing of 
Abel, and Mocking of 1/aac,..and would Slay F:eob 7 * 
ſo muſt cot this firſt Birth of Reprob4tion be {lain with 
the Sword of the Spirit? | 

For doth not Chriſt ſay, Te muſt be torn agaiw, be: 
fere ye can ſee or enter the Kingdom ef God ? | 

So ſee, if Cain bea Vagabond in you, ſo 'the Apa: 
ftle tells the Church of a Cain in Johz's firſt Epiſtle - 
the third Chapter ; and told the Hebrews of Eſau, 
and bid them, Take heed, leſt there were any Fornicator 
or Prophane Perſon amongſt th:m, like Eſau, who for « © 
Meſs of Pottage ſold his Birth-right, Hebr. 12. 

And the Apoſtle bids the Galatians. Caf forth rhe 
Bond-woman and her Son ; for he ſheuld net be Heir with + 
the Senof the Free. Woman, Gal. 4. 

Now it is known that Cazr, and E/2s, and the Bond. 
Woman and her Son {ſþmarl, were dead long ago, 
before the Apoſtle ſpoke forth this. But were the 
Galatians of 1ſhmae!'s ſtock? or were the Hebrews of 
Eſau's ſtock? or were they not of the Nature of 16. 
meet, and Cain, and Eſan, both among the Jews, 6a- 


latians and Rewers, which Nature of Repro:4tiom rauſt 
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be caft out, fo that Ra Sing might ſtand in the © 
Seed of Grace, and notin Works of the Law, inthe 
old Covenant, nor Eſas's. 

And fo in this God's Mercy, and Grace, and Go- 
ſpel was ſhewed, and preached, and appeared unto all, 
even the Nation of Jhmael, Eſas, and the Egyprian 
Nation alſo, as well as to the Fews or others. 

For doth not the Lord call Ezyp# his People? ard 
ſaith, Bleſſed be Egypt my Pevp'e, Alyria, &c. Ifa. 9. 

And were not many of the Eyyp1ians turned to Chris * 
ftianity before the Turk got up ? 

Butif you ſay, Eſau s hated, and Cain was a Faga- 
bond, and Iſhmael was caft out with his Mother, and ſo 
are in the Reprobation. | 

But donor you love the Nature of that firſt Birth 
of Cain, that Murderer in you,that envies his Brother ? 
and that ſcofting Nature of Jbmae!, that icofft at the 
good Secd Iſaac ? and the prophane Nature of Eſa, 
that would deſtroy Yacob the ſecond Birth? do not 
youlove this mcrethen the ſecond } irth, the Seed of 
the Promile ? and 1s not that Nature yet,w hich itha« 
ted of God, in you, as the wild, prophane, murder- 
ing and ſcofhng Birth without was, which. muſt be 
caſt out of your ſelves, before you know the EleQtion 
in-Chrift Jeſus, and the Reprotation in the firſt Bir th? 
For he that is in Chriſt, is a new Creature, (o the cld 
Creature is not in Chriſt; and fo the new Creature 
in Chrift Jeſus crucifties the AﬀeQtions, and Luſts, and 
Nature of Jſhmael, Eſau, Cain, Sodom, Eeybt and Ba- 
bylom, that is ſpiritual, and daſhes that Whore's Brat 
2gainſt the Living St nz, that Whore's Brat, that hath 
whored from the Image and Spirit of God, that hath 

brought 
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+ brought it forth ; but does not daſh the outward 
Births nor outward Creatures of the Children of 1þ. 
macl, Eſau, Sodom Or Ezypt, as Perlons; but the FE- 
gyptian (ſpirit, and the leoffing nature of Jbmael, and 
rhe murdering ſpirit of Caiz, that is got into Perſons, 
yea, cven into Fews and Chriftians (lo called) who 
talk againſt the Perſons of Cain, Iſhmael, Eſaw, Egypt, 
Sodom and Bebylon, as being reprobatzd without them, 
whenas the ſpirit and nature of Reprobation of all 
theſe lives within themſelves, which is the elder, the 
fir Birth, and he muſt notrule, this Reprobetion, nor 
be Heir of the Seed of the Promiſe; bur the Z/e7tiop 
obtains it, which lies in the Grace and Mersy of God 
in Chriſt Icſus, 

For God hath made all: Nations of men of one 
Fleih, Blood and Mould, and would have them all to 
Repeat, and live to Chriſt; for they all dyed in 4- 
_ dam, and there their Minds are reprobated from God ; 
but the EleCtion is 1a Chrift, his Grace : and ſo it 
lies in the two Seeds, and not in Perſons, as the Apo 
ſtle plainly ſers forth and diſcovers, who ſpeaks of the 
nature of Ceiz, Iſhmael and Eſau to bein the Fews and 
Gentiles long after they were dead, which muſt be caft 
out. 

And Chriſt told vicodemw, a Ruler among the 7ems 
(and was not he of Faceb's ſtock, of the EleQtion ; 
and not of Eſaw's, of the Reprobation, as you call 
them?)Thet a Man muſt be born again,lefore he can either 
ſee or enter into the Kingdom of God. 

So the Children of 7acob, the Eleftion, muſt be 
born again, þ:fore they can enter the Kingdom of God, 
+$0 mult the Children of Zſas, and {/rge/, and Babylon, 
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and Eyypt, and Chrifians too, before they can cither ' 
ſee orenter into the Kingdom of God. 

And did not the Prophet tell the Fews, *They were 4s 
Sodom «»d Gomorrah? and Chrift was erucified in 
Sodom and Egypr, So the Jews were turned into the 
nature of Sedo and e£2ypt, though not into the Per- 
ſons z and (ſo were become like reprobate Silver and 
Droſs, when they went from God's Spirit and his 
Law ; fo are Chriſtians, which are gone from the 
Law of Life, which is in Chriſt Jeſus, in thenew 
Covenant, and the Grace, Light and Truth, that 
comes by Jeſus, and the Spirit, that is poured upon all 
Fleſh ; they are all as reprobate Silver, and make a 
great Noiſe about Reprobation, when they themſelves 
are found in the nature of it, 

Therefore all were better to be ſtill, and look upon 
the Mercy -of God in Chrift Jeſus unto all, and re-. 
ceive the Light, that ealightens every man that com- 
eth into the World; and for all to receive the Grace 
of God, which hath appeared unto them all, which 
will teach them, and bring their Salvation, that they 
might know the Eleion of Grace, and the Repro- - 
bation out efthe Grace, 

For the Apoſtle faith, ſpeaking of Moſes, 7 will 
have Mercy, on whom I willhave Mercy ; and Iwill have 
Compaſſion, on whom 1 will have Compaſſion, 

Now this Saying of Moſes in Exed, 3g. 19. the 
Apoſtle brings upon the occafion of the Fews making 
a Calf, and there ſaying, Theſe were the Gods that 
brought them out of Egypt : And were not they then 
gone into the Reprobation from God, for not believing 
in Ged ? and yet they were Children of Faced, - 
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Elc&ion, for which i of them were deſtroyed g 
read Ex0d. 32. 
| And was not this after Ged had ſaved them, and 
brought them out of Egypr £ was not this through 
their Ulnbelief of God, which had {aved them, that 
thus brought their Condemnation and Deſtruction £ 

An4 ſo 1s it not tftrough Unbelief in the Grace and 
the Light of Chrift, that is the Cauſe now of peo- 
ples Condemnation and Reprobation, and not of their 
Eleftion in the Grace? 

And fo, let all that profeſs Chriſtianity, Teacher 
and Hearer, examine themſelves, whether they be 
1n that Faith, which Chriſt is the Author and Finiſher 
of, that purifies their Hearts, and gives Victory over 
the World, and the Devil, and their Sins, that de 
ſeparate them from God their Creator ; by which 
Faith they have again acceſs to God, and in which 
Faith they pleaſe God, which is the Faith of God's 
Ele. | 

And ſee, if they be not reprobated from this one, 
precious, holy, divine, purifying, jufifying Faith , 
which the Saints do & did in the primitive times con. 
tend for, which Chriſt was and 1s the Author and Fi- 
niſher of,and hath the Glory of, and no man elſe what- 
ſoever-: In which Faith all the Saints have Qnity, 
which gives them Victory and Acceſs to God, and 1a 
which they all pleaſe God. 

And again, let all Chriftewdom examine and prove 
themſelves, both Hearers and Preachers, whether 
Chrift bein them yeaor nay? and if Chriſt be not 
in them,for all their preaching of Chriſt in words,and 
the orhers hearing of Chriſt in words, yet the Apo« 
file tells them, They re Reprobates, | So 
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'So let none put the Reprobation (o far off thera as 
Cain, or Corah, or Sodom, or Egypt, nor 1ſbmael, nor 
Eſaw, or Babylon, and (ay they are Reprobates: but 
ſee if the nature of theſe be caſt out of themſelves ; 
and (ee if they bein the Ele Seed Chriſt Jeſus; who 
bruiſes down the Serpent's Head, the Head of Re- 
probation ; ſo that they may fete the Reprobation ſtands 
in the evil ſeed ſince the World began, and the Fle- 
fion ſtands in the good Seed Chriſt Jelus, which was 
before the World began: and the Promiſe is unto the - 
Seed, which is one, and not many, And (o feel that 
one Szed in you, Chriſt Teſus, the Heir of the Pro- 
miſe, and then you will be no Reprobates, that all 
my praiſe God through Ieſus Chrilt. 

And 7 a60b iscall'd a Supp'anter, and Eſau a worker ; 
is h:not? and do you think he did nor work hard,and 
willed hard, and run hard, when he went a Huntiag 
and fo loſt the Bleſſing? but Zach tirried at home 
with his Mother, without any Willing, or Running, 
or Working he got the Bleſſing. So the EleQtion 1s 
not of him that runs or wills, but of Grace : and 
then muſt not every one tarry at home with the Grace 
in their Hearts and Mouthes, with their Mother Fe- 
ruſalem from above, it they doobtain the Ele&ion of 
Grace, for by Grace they are called and ſaved, And]fo 
here the Elder, the firſt Birth, came to ſerve the 
younger in the Grace, in the Ele&ion, and prophane 
Eſau comes under ; yet as a Man, Eſas had a Ble(- 
ſing from his Father. He that hath an Ear, let him 
hear. And 1ſrae/ and Eſg4 were both Circumciſed in 
the old Covenant, a Type of the new. 

, Butif you deſpiſe your a for your Nerghs 
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ly and Outward Bread and Pottage, and this World's. 
Wagesand Wealth, and chuſe that, and go from the 
Grace, you will be prophane, and be baptized into. 
prophane Eſas's nature, and bear the badge of Edom, 
and got Chriſt's, in whom is the Ele@ion. 

- For all that walk deſpightfully againſt the Spirit of 
Grace, go into'Eſau's and 1ſbmae!'s nature, and will 
deſpiſe that Birth-right of EleQion ;. they cannot ſay 
but they had Grace, and had a Birth-right as well as 
Eſau, Forthe Graceof God, which brings Salvati. 
on, hath appeared unto all men : ſo his Mercy is up- 
* on all, and his Son has ſhed his Blood and taſted Death: 
fo: evety man. 

And ſo no man can ſay but he had a Birth. right, 
through this Grace ; but if they turn it 1ato Laſcivi- 
ouſneſs, and walk deſpightfully agaio{t the Spirit of 
Grace, they go into Condemnation, like Eſau, who. 
deſpiſed his B:rth-rieht, manifeſting be had one, 

For 1ſhmael and Ea» had the Covenant of Cireum- 
ciſion in the Fleſh, as is faid before. a Type of the 
new Covenant and Circumciſion in the <pirit. And 
the Goſpel was preach't to them, being preached to- 
every Creature under Heaven. 

And Cain had his Day of Viſitation ; for the Lord 
told him, If he did wel, he ſhou!d be accepted, and if- 
not, Sin lay at his Door : So there was a Promiſe of 
God to Cain, if he had believed it and received it; ſo 
his DeſtruQtion was 'of himſelf, And ſo was the old 
World's, for grieving God's goed Spirit, and not re- 
ceiving Righteous Noah's preaching, who was a Prea- 
cher of Righteouſneſs ; and therefore, their DeſtrutF;+ 
# and Condemnation came upon themſelves for going 
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from the Spirit of God in themſelves, and not regar- 
ding this Righteous Preacher Noab. | 

And all the Fews going from God's good Spirit, 
which he had given to inſtrult them in the old Cove- 
nant, and rebelling againſt it, and tranſgrefling his 
Law, and his old Covenant, and going from God, 
and not regarding him nor his Prophets, that were 
Preachers of Righteonſneſs. So all their Deſir«ion 
and Condemnation came upon themſelves z; God did 
not defire the Death of any of thoſe ungodly Signers, 
but rather that they had repented, and returned, and 
lived ; for he hath ns Pleaſure in the Death of them 
that dye; hut he hath Pleaſure in them that walk and 
live in his Spirit, and hear his Voice, and believe, 
and obey him, and do as he commands, and ſerve 
him ia the new and living Way, and worſhip him 
in the Spirit and Truth, which the Devil and Death 
is out of, 

So now God hath poured out of his Spirit upon a'l 
Fleſh, in his New Covenant, yea, his Daughters, 
Hand- maids and Servants, and hath enlightened them 
all by the Life in Chriſt the Word, by which all things 
were made z and bis Grace hath appeared unto all 
men, that will bring their Salvation; yea, and his 
Goſp:l is preached to and in every Creature under 
Heaven. 

Now all men and V/omen, that do grieve, vex and 

uench this Spirit, and will not be led by it, and hate 
. the Light, which is the Life in Chriſt,” and will nor 
believe in it, and walk deſpightfully againſt the Spi- 
Tit of Grace, and turn it inte Wantenneſs, all ſuch 


their DeſtruFion and Condemnation is of themſe'ves, 
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who walk deſpightfully againſt that which ſhould: 
briyg their Salvation, and hate that which they ſhould 
believe in and be ſaved by, and vex and quench the Spi- 
Tit, which they ſhould walk in, and be led by. 

So God is juſt ia condemning ard judging according. 
tohis Light and Goſpel, which is preached unto eve- 
ry Creaturez and they not receiving the comfortable 
glad Tidings of the Goſpel of Salvation, the pure. 
God and the ſpotleſs Lamb's Judgment is juſt upon 
them, who judges in Righteouſnels and Equity, ac- 
eording to his Goſpel, the Power of God preached to 
them, and in every Creature. And accordiyg to his 
Grace, which hath appeared unto all men, to teach 
them, and bring their Salvation; and acccrding to 
his Spirit, that he hath poured cut upon all Fleſh : 
and they that walk contrary to theſe Gifts, and will 
not receive them, but deſpiſe them which come from. 
God and Chrift, God and Chriſt will judge them in 
Righteouſneſs, and their Deſtrudtion and Condemnation 
is of themſclvesz; for God deſires not the Death of a 
Sinner, but that he might Repent, Return aud Live : 
neither (as I ſaid before) hath he Pleaſure in him that 
yes, but would have all.ts come to the Knowledge of the 
Truth and be ſaved. God's Pleaſure is in them that 
ve in the Covenznt of Light, Life and Grace, over 
Death and Darkneſs, and fo ſerve God in the new 
and living Way, and worſhip God in the Spirit and 
inthe Truth, which the Devil the power of Death, 
1s out of: here in this new and living Way, Ged 
hath Pleaſure in his People that live and walk 1n it , 
Glory be to his Name forever. 

And //4ac ſaid unto Eſa, By the Sword thos ſhalt live, 
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«nd ſhalt ſerve thy Brother {4 wit, Facob, the younger) 
nd it ſhall come to paſs, when thou ſhalt have the Domini- 
#n, that thou ſhalt break Jacob's Toke from off thy Neck. 
So Eſau hated Tacob; and Elau ſaid, He would Slay 
Iacob ; but his words were told toRebekah, &c. 
Andnow conſider{Eſes, this firft Birth, he lives by 
his Carnal Weapons, his Sword, this rough man of 
the Field, and worldly man, and prophane perſon's. 
Nature ia you all, yea, Fews, Gentiles and Chriſtians, 
though you may hnd Fault with prophane Eſa with- 
out you. But-Faceb, the ſecond Birth, will tell you, 
That Eſa» the firft Birth's nature is within you, that 
will kill him z though it be not the Perſon of Zſas, 
Iſhmael and Cain, but there is the Spirit and Nature 
of Murdering Ca/z, thatis within you, thatis Wrath 
at Abel, and will murder him, to wit, the ſecond Birth, 
whole Sacrifice God accepts, and net the frft Birth, 
Cain's, 

And alſo, that there'iis the Spirit and Nature of Jfþ« 
wae! within you, though not the Perſon, that will: 
ſcoffat the Seed of the Promiſ ;. 

And alfo, that there is the ſpirit and nature of pro- 

hane F/a» within you. though not his Perſon, that 
132 Worker, Willer, Runner and Hunter, that will 
fay in his Heart, He wil! Kill Tacob, the ſecond Birth x 
that is the rough nature, the rough man Eſas inthe 
Field, 2 Worldling, that hath his carnal Weapon, 
and he lives by his Sword, | 

And fo the Spirit and Nature of Cain, Eſau and 1(b- 
waet within you, will find fault with the Perſons of 
Eſan, Cain and Iſhmael without you, yea, and Corah, 
Pharaoh and Babylon; and ſay, They are Perſons ordain- 
VIEWED” : 4 
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ed for Jo LY aud Condemnation; when it's. 
the ſame {pirit and-nature ia themſelves that ſpeak it, 
which is'written of: old for Reprobation and Condemna- 
tisn both in Fews and Chriſtians, and in all inthe frf . 
Birth, For until they be born again, they can neither ſee 
the Kinzdom of God, nor enter into it, as Chriſt ſaid, 

' An3 this was a Wonder to old Nicodemw, that 
Ruler and Profeſlor, that was of Facob's ſtock accard- 
ing to the Fleſh. 

Burt 1ſa«c's Prophecy to Eſau, how that the time 
ſhould come, that Elau ſhould break Tacob's Toke from off 
bis Neck; the Yoke of Facob the ſecond Birth, the 
Yoke of God's beloved Faceb, in whom the EleQion 
ſtood, andin whole Secd 21l the Families of the Earth 
were bleſled. 

So it ſeems that the Yoke of this Seed, which all 
the Families of the Earth are bleſſed in, in which 
Seed ftands the EleRtion, which Seed is the Beloved 
of God, the ſecond Birth, was a Yoke atop of the 
prophane, rough, firſt Birth Eſav, the Hunter, the

- Eeypt, nor with the Perſons of Baby/on, but with the 
nature and [pirit of theſe, and the Rulers of Darkneſs 
1n People. 

For thoſe outward carna]- Weopons are the. firft 
birth of Pharaohs, Cains, Iſhmacls, Eſans, and Sodom, , 
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and Bebylen, and Feypr, and the Whore, which hath ' 
whored from this Seed, which are in the Reprobation 
and Condemnation, with their carnal Weapons, with 
which they maintain their Wayes, Religions and Will- 
worſhips, which be in the Reprobetion, and under Con: 
dermnaiden, 

| So each Seed and Birth hath its Weapons and Ar- 
mour, Wayes, Religions and Worſhips, by which 
they maintain them, both that which is inthe Repro- 
bgtion and Cor1:wmnetion, and that which is in the 

Fletizn, and that Seed which. is in the EleQion, 
in' which all' Nations and Families are bleſſed , 
which brings the Juſtification of Life upon all men, 
ia which the Z/:(4o7 is, before the World began; 
bruiſes the Head of the firſt birth, the Serpent, the 
World's God, with all his carnal Weapons, by which 
the firſt birth maintains its Religions, Wayes. and 
Will-worſhips z 1 fay, this ſeed, the firſt birth, 
the head of it is bruiſed by the Seed Chriſt Jeſus. 

And this Sced, in which all Nations .are bleſſed, 
doth not &-ſtroy'any mans Life-upon the account of 

Relizion and Worſhip ; - but ſaves mens Lives, and 
deſtroyes the evil ſeed of Reprobation and Condemnati- 
on. And this Seed's Weapons and Armour are ſpi- 
Titoal, by which ſpiritual Weapons and Armour this 
Seed defends its Religion, Wayes, and Worſhip, and 
;Church,aod wreſtles not wich Fleſh. and Blocd , for 
his Armour and Weapons ate ſpiritual, 

;  But'the firſt birth in the Reprovation, his Weapons 
and Armour are carnal, and. wreſtles with Fleſh and 
Blood, about. his Religion,: Weyes'and- Worſhip, in- 
Kead of ſpiritual Wickedneſs and Rulers of _ 
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neſs ;, and faith an] teacherh; Tha God hath fore ordain. 
. ed the greatefi pert of Men and Women for Reprobation, 
Ceniemnation and Hell : and that which ſayes ſo-is the ' 
b'ind, rough, prophane ſecd in the Reprobarion & Hnbe: 
lief;,and ſo under Condemnation & hath Ceſpilcd its own 
birth-right, in the Grace of God, that brings Salya- 
tion, and hath appeared unto all men, who hath been 
willing and running in his firſt birth, E/a«-like, I ſay, 
hath deſpiſed his Birth-right in the. Grace of Godg, 
and ſo doth not believe and receive the Seed in which 
all Nations are bleſſed ; but inſtead of -it, receive that 
evil ſeed in which his Condemnation is. And. that 
rough man of the Fi:1d will hunt, wander, will and 
run, and not return till he faint, and then deſpiſes his 
birth-right for outward Things and Means, and fo 
relies not in the Grace of God, which appears unto 
all men, which men muſt not deſpiſe, for if they do, 
they will faint, and not have their ſtrength renewed $ 
and then they cannot be Heirs of Grace, nor Parta» 
kers of the Bleſſing in the Seed, in which all Nations 
are bleſſed, ſo all Nations are bleſſed in this Seed, if 
they will receive it; and Chriſt hath tafted Death 
for them all, and ſo brought Juſtification of Life un« 
to all, if they will believe it, and not Condemnation, 
who hath calightned all, and his Grace hath ap. 
peared untoall, that they might believe, and be Heirs 
of Grace, in which the Eleion is, And ſo here is 
God's Mercy upon all, though they were concluded 

in Uabclief in the firſt birth. LEP 
AndChrift enlightens all with the Life in himſelf, 
and ſaith, Believe in the Light, and they that do wot, 
are condemned already: and fo they lay under- the 
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Condemnation and in Reprobation . becauſe of Unbe- 
lief ; For he. that believeth, fhall mit come into Con- 
demmwation. 

For was not Adew and Eve condemaecd for nut be- 
lieving in God's Teaching, and obeyingit ? And Cain, 
and Coreh, and the old World, and the Sodomites, 
whonetther regarded God nor juft- Lot ; and the Fews, 
who neither regarded God nor his Prophets * And fo 
are not the Chr:#ians under the ſame Condemnation 
written of old, that live not unto Chriſt. who hath 
dyed for them, and walk not in him in whom all Na- 
tions are blcſled, and walk nor ſtand nor in the Grace 
which-hath appeared unto all, which will teach and 
bring their Salvation, as the primitive Chriſtians did, 
and walk not after the Spirit which God hath poured 

n all men; but walk after their own ſpirits, and 
Cain's, and Eſas's, and Jbmael's, and Corab's, and So- 
4d», and Feypt 'and Babylon: nature and fpirit,. which 
leads them 1ato Confuſirn, Reprobation and Condemnati- 
on, and believe not in the Light, as Chriſt com- 
mands,- with which he enlightens every man that co- 
meth into the World, which is the Life in himſelf , 
and are they not therefore condemned with the Light 
which they ſhould believe in, who have not kept in 
the ſame Light, and Grace, and Spirit, and Power as 
the Apoſtles were in ; ſo not in their Habiration, nor 
Succeſſion, nor EleQtion , but have ſucceeded in the 
Reprobation and Condemnation, and therefore are 
blind, who have held up Reprobation in Perſons, and 
not of the fir# birth and ſeed in them, 

And therefore, all men being inlightned by Chriſt, 
who hath taſted Death for all men; and Gods Grace 

hath 
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: hath appeared unto all men, to teach, and bring their 
Safvation g and he harh poured his: Spirit upon;41 
"Pt6ſh, and'{o his Mercics'are upon all ; and therefore 
muſt all believe in this Light, if they will be grafted 
into Chriſt Jeſus, and receive the Grace and the Spi. 
Tit, in'their own Hearts, 'at Home, if they wal 
"come tb the Ele#ion in Chriſt, from whence this Grace, 
. Light, Truth and Spirit comes; and ſoto know their 
EleFion before the' World began, and the Seed in 
whom all Nations are bleſſed ;-. and the Seed Chrift 
to bruiſe tho Head of that ſeed of Reprobation, and 
Separation of Man and Woman from God, by which 
Man and Woman hath come into Reprobation, and un- 
| are Condemnation ſince the World began, written of 
old.

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Poſtſcript. 


HE Fews which were of Facobs ſtock, they 

{aid unto Chriſt, That Abraham was their Fa. 
ther, And Chriſt told them, 1f they were of Abra- 
ham,#hey would do the Works of Abraham. And Chriſt 
ſaid to theſe Jews, That they ſought to kill him, who bad 
told chem the Truth, which he had ty of God, this aid 
#2t Abraham. And alſo, Chriſt told th: m, The? hs 
Word had no place in them; and that they were of their 
Father the Devil, and the Lufts of their Father they would 
ao: And ſaid, Becauſe Itell ye the Truth, ye believe me 
not ; ayd if they did not believe that he was the Son of 
Coda, and the Chriſt, they ſhould dye in their Sins. 

So it is clear, the Fews, which were of Facobs ſtock, 
and could plead that Abraham was their Father, yet 
the Serpert had begotten his bad birth in them, and 
blinded them, that they were in the Reprobate ſeed 
of Murder, Diſobedience and Unbelicf, and ſhould 
dye in their Sins, Reprobation and Condemnation, if 
they did not believe in Chriſt, for all their outward 
Profeſſion of Moſes, 2nd the Prophets, and the Law, 
and God and Chriſt to come, who pretended to be 
the Vineyard Keepers and Dreſſers, but had no Fruits, 
and killed his Servants, and ſtoned them that he ſent 
to look for Fruits, andat laſt killed the Heir, and did 
G not 
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not believe in him ; KR. therefere the Vineyard was 
taken fram them, and they ſcattered over all Nati- 
ons in their Unbelief, Reprobation and Condemmation. 

And Chriſt ſeveral times cryes wo #xto the Scribes 
and Phariſees, and calls them, Blind Guides ; and how 
that they [but wp the Kingdom of Heaven againſt men, and 
would neither goin themſelves, nor ſuffer them that would 
to goiw ; and they were of them that killed the Prophets - 
_, he called them, A Generation of Serpents and Vipers ;: 
and that they ſbonld Kill, and crucifie, and perſecute the 
Prophets and wiſe Men, that he would. fend among them, 
that upon them might come all the Righteors Blood that wa 
fhtd from Abel, &c. 

Now were not theſe Fews found in Cain's, Iſhmael's, 
Bſan's,: Phrarh's, Corak's, Sodom, Babylon ard Egypt's 
Nature, though they were of Faceb's ſtock, and great 
Profeſſors without Poſſeſfion ? but in the Reprobation, 
and Unbelief, and Condemnation: For did not Chriſt 
fay unto them, How can ye eſcape the Danmation of Hell?” 
And did not Chrift weep over Fernſalem, which cal- 
led themfelves Children of Facob, but were turned to 
be Children of the Serpent, in the Reprobate ſeed, 
when he ſaid, Oh Jeruſalem, Jeruſalem ! how that 
killeft the Prophets, and ftoneft them that are ſent unto 
thee; how of tex would I have pather'd thyChilaren together, 
4s 4 Hen gathereth ber Chickens ander her Winys | aud ”e 
would not, behold, your Houſes are left unto you deſolate ? 
So theſe muſt needs be empty and deſolate Houſes, 
that wouldncither receive Chrift nor his Prophets, 

Now all you that profeſs gw that be in this. 
firft birth of Perſecution ; and if you do profeſs all 
the Scriptures of the New Teſtament, yet if you be 

nor. 
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not in the ſame holy GhoR the Apoſtſes were in, ve 
cannot Call Jefus Lord, * And if you have not the lame 
Spirit of Chriſt; as the Apoftles had, they tell you, 
That you are none of Chrift's, And if you be not in 
that one Faith, that Jefus Chriſt is the Author and 
Finiſher of, and at ' Chriſt be not in you, you are 
Reprobates; then your Houſes muſt nceds be defo- 
late, that profeſs the new Covenant of Chriſt the 
Subſtance, as the Fews were that profeſled the old, 
and fo in the Reprobation, under the Condemnation. 

So it is not an- outward Profeſſivh ; for Reprozates 
may do that : buta Poſſefſi>n of Chrift, in whom the 
Flefion is, and fo a Pifleffion of the Seed of Abra- 
bam, Iſazc and Faceb, in whom all Nations are blel.- 
ſed. And ſo it is not an outſide Profeſſion of altrhe 
words of the new Covenant in the. S:rpents ſeed, and 
poſſeſs the Serpents Murdering Perſecuting ſpirit, in 
the ſame ſeed and ſpirit as the Jews made a Profeſſion 
in words of the Old Teſtament, which teads into Re- 
probation and Condemnation, from Chriſt, in wham'is 
the Election, who was before the Reprobation and Cone 
demnation of fallen Angels and Mea Glory to the 
Lord Gad forever. | | | 

But the Lord hath Promifed, That he will deſtroy the 
Covering of all People, and the Vail that is fpread over 
all Nations : And in that day they ſhall [1y, The Lord is 
our God, we have waited for him, and he will [ave «s, 
and we will be joyful in his Seluation, If, 24. 

Andis not this the Day ofthe Poſſeſſion of the new 
Covenant of Light and Life ? . . And Chriſt bruiſeth 
the Head of the | ry through. Death deſtray- 
eth the Devil, the Power of "Death, And {o that all 
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might believe in- Chrift, and come to God by him, ſ@ 
that all might praiſe the Lord, who gives them Breath, 
and Life, in his Grace, Light and Spirit, that he gives 
them ; which if they hate his Light,and rebel agaiaft 
bis Spirit, and walk deſpightfully againſt che Spirit 
of Grace, then they tura into Reprobation, and are. 
under Condemnation: For be that belicveth, i ſaved; 
and he that believeth not, « condemned; and he that be- 
lieves, overcomes the World, and the Worlas God, andis 
borp of God, a Child of Light, and enters into his Reff, 
and ceaſes from his own Works, as God did from his.

(to wit, the Fews.) And: were not they of Facobs..

And again, Chrift ſaith, Th: the. Queen pf the, Seath! 
bull riſe up in Judgment againſt this Generation (19 wk, 
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of the-Fews) to condemn it, which was of the Rock 
of- 7acob, who would not hear Chriſt, as ſhe did $9- 
lomon ; nor Repent at Chriſt's Preaching, as Nizeveh 
did at Fonah's, though Chriſt was a greater than Jonah 
or Selowos, - 

And did not Chriſt upbraid the Cities of the Fews, 
becauſe they did not Repent, where moſt of his 
mighty Works were done ? And did not he cry, Wo 
wwto thee Bethlaida, wo unte thee Corazin , for if the 
Mighty Works had been done in Tyre and$Sidon, as huve 
beew done in ther, -they would have repented long ago in 
Sackcloth and in Aſhes : and it fhall be more tolerable is 
the Day of Fudgment for Tyre and Sidon, than for the 
great Profeſſing Jews, which were of Faceb's ſtock # 
And did not Chriſt ſay to Cepernazm, Though they 
were exalted to Heaven. they ſhould be brought down to. 
Hell ;, for if the mizhty Works had been done in Sedom,, 
a4 have been done in thee; it would have remained until 
this day. And Chriſt ſaith, - If ſhall be more tolerable for 
the Land of Sodom: in the-Day of Judgment, than for

Then where is your Election and Reprobation of 
Perſons, if theſe of Facebs ſtock be ſo, as Chrift 
ſfaich, and I hope you will believe him? 

And therefore. then what was and is the Fewsand 
Chriftiens Profeſſion of theSeriptures - worth;- with- 
out Pofleiſioa of God and his Son Chrift, and yer 
hve in an unrepented (tzte, but for Judgment? Aud 
ther:fore it concerns all to turn unto the Lord, 
wah his Light chat enlightens all People; and with 
his Grace, that hath appeared unto a!l men, to teach 


them, and bring their Salvation ; and with his Sp. 
Tit 
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rit, that he ny" upon all Fleſh, to lead them unto 


the Lord, that they may ferve and worſhip him, and 
be Poſleſfors of Chrift, and Enjoyers of the. Lord, 
and ſohave the Comfort of God and Chriſt, and of 
the Scriptures. This is the deſire of him whodelires 
the eternal Good and Salyation of all People.

Women for Hell and Condemnation, as many of 
the Prieſts and Profeſſors fay and preach ; then let 
them conſider theſe Scriptures as follow : 


18. totheend; And Jeſus ſpake 
to his Diſciples, ſaying, 4// Power in Heaven and Earth 
is given to me ; go ye therefore and teach all Nations, 
(not ſome Nations, but All Nations) baptizing, dip- 
ping or plunging them into the Name of the Father, Son 
and holy Ghoſt, teaching them to obſerve all things what- 
ſoever 1 bave commanded you. Now Death having, 
paſſed over all men, and all were concluded under fin, 
and all dyed in Adam, fo that Condemnation muſt 
come upon all men. ſothat all were baptized or plun« 
ged into Dcath, Sin and Evil, by Diſobedience to 
God's Command and Ordinance; therefore all Nati- 
ons,and every Creature under Heaven,muſt be taught: 
to obſerve whatſoever Chriſt commands, and be bap- 
tized into the Name of the Father. into the Name of 
the Son, and into the Name of the holy Ghoſt, fo 
Salvation was preached roall Mankind, and Condem- 
nation was preached to none, but ſuch asdid not be- 
lievein the Light and Goſpel. 

And in Mark 16. 15, Chriſt faith to his Diſciples, 
Go ye imo All the worid, [mark All] and preach the Con 
ſpel to every Creature, So here the Golpel of Salvati- 
en was to be preached to every Creature. He that be- 
lieveth, is [avea ; but he that believeth wot, is condem:- 
ned ; 
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zed: So Unbelief is the $92 of Condemaation ; and 
ſo they were not to preach the Goſpel of Salvation to 
a part of the World, or ſome Creatures z but to all 
the .World, and to every Creature under Heaven, 
.the Goſpel of Salvation ; here was God's Love to 
Mankind: and that Repentarnce and Remiſfhon of 
Sins ſhould be preached to all Nations in the Name 
of Telus; and they were firſt to begin at Feru/alem, 
ſo was the Command of Chriſt unto his Diſciples, 
and fromthence to preach the Goſpel of glad Tidings 
to. every Creature, and to all Nations, and not to 
.preach Condemnation; - for that they were in before, 
in old Adam ; and after, not believing, they remain- 
ed in Condemnation, as Chriſt ſaith, He that believes, 
vs ſaved; he that doth not, is condemned already : and 
he further ſaith, They that do wot believe inthe Light, 
but do Evil, and hate it, this is the Condemnation, that 
Light is come into the World, and men loved Darkneſs 
rather than Light, becauſe their Deeds were Evil, Toha

: And the Apoſtle faith, x Tim. chap. 32. 7 exhorr, 
that Supplications, Prayers, Tnterceſſiow, and giving of 
Thayks be made for all Men ; and the Apoſtle gives a 
Reaſon for it, That God would have «aff men to be ſaved, 
and come to-the Knowledge of the Truth, So here he 
would have all men to be prayed for: Now it being 
the Will of God, that all men ſhould be ſaved, and 
come to the Knowledge of the Truth ; then their De- 
Ftrufticn is of themſelves, who will not come to 
Chrift, thas they might have Life. 
And further the Apoſtle faith, There is-0xe God. and 


wne Mediator between God and Min, the Man. Chrift = 
Ms, 
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ſus, who gave himſelf os for a# Cmark, far all] 
to be teſtified in due time: And though many do nat 
believe, that Chriſt gave himſelf a Ranſom for all, 
yet in duc time they my come to believe the Apo- 
ſle's Teſtimony. 

And farther, the Apaſtle faith in Titus 2. The Grace 
of God, that bringeth Salvation, hath appeared to all men, 
Feaching ws. &c. and by the Grate of God Chriſt ſhould 
taſte Death for every man [mark, every man]. 
for all dyed in Adam, therefore Chriſt taſted ww 
Death for all that dyed, and gave himſelf « Ranſom for 
all, that all might believe in h1m, and come to Life, 

And the Apoftle bs faith, Epiſt. r. Chap. 2. how 
that Yeſws Chrift the Righteous is 4 Propitiation for our 
Sins, and not for our Sins only, but for the Sins of the 
. whole world (mark, the Whole World} that 4s all 
the World, that Chriſt is a Propitiation for the Sins 
of, Then how can ye ſay, That he hath ordained 
any for Hell and Damnation? For their Condemna- 
tion is of themſelves, for not believing. 

And the Apoſtle faith in As 2, This is that which 
w4s ſpoken by loel the Prophet, It ſhall come to paſs in the 
laft dayes, ſaith Grd, 1 will pour out of my Spirit upon all 
Fleſh. Now this the Apoſtle Peter (poke to the pro- 
felling ?ews, of which ſome were amazed, and {ome 
were mocking: and theſe Laft Dayes are the dayes 
of the new Covenant, whereby Sons and Daughters 
ſhall propheſie, and Young Men hall ſee Viſions, 
and Old Men ſhall dream Dreams, and Servants and 
H1nd-maids ſhall propheſie. So it is the Spirit of God, 
which he pours ont upon all Fleſh [mark, all Fleſh] 
Mea and Women, by which Sons and Davghters, and 
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Young Men and Old SL and Servants and Hang- 
maids come to propheſic, and have.their Dreams and 
Viſions: So it is notby Schools and Colledges, but 
by. the Spirit of God. 

And in Fohz 1. he faith, That was the True Light, 
which Lighttth every Man that cometh into the World 
(to wit, Chriſt } and the World was made by bim,: 
and in bim was Life, 4nd this Life was the Light of 
Men. 

So its called the Life in Chrift, the Word, by 
which all things were made, and. the - Light of 
Men, yea, the True Light, which Lighteth every 
man that cometh into the World. | 

And Chrift ſaith, Believe in the Light, while you 
have it, that you may become Chilarenef the Light, 

And here's God's great Love to'Mankind,who fo lo- 
ved the World, that he gave his only begotten Son 
into the World, thrt whoſoeverfdid believe in him, 
they ſhould not periſh, but have Everlaſting Life, 

And Fohx ſaid, He came for 4 Witneſs, to bear wit- 
n'ſs of this Light (to wit, the true Light, which is 
the Life in Chrift) which lightath every Man that 
cometh into the World, 

And moſt of the Teachers, that are bred up at 
Schools and Colledges, 2nd others, they do come 
for Witneſſes, and bear Witneſs againſt this true 
Light, the Life in Chriſt, which lighteth every 
man that cometh into the World.

And in As 3. the Apoſtle ſaith, in his preach- 
ing.to the Fews ; 4 Prophet ſhall the Lord your God 
raiſe up unto you, like unts Moſes, him (hall yow hear 
in all things, whatſoever he ſhall ſay nuto you ; and 
it fhall come to paſs, that every Soul [| mark, -every 
Soul ] which will net hear that Prophet, ſhall be de- 
frroged from among the People; -S; 

So it is their own Wilfulneſs, that will not hear 
this Prophet. in his own Light, Grace and Spirit, that 
brings their own deftruRion. | 

And Chriſt faith in the fixteenth Chapter of 
Fobn, to his Diſciples; He would ſend the Comforter 
#0 them, the Holy Ghoft , and this Holy Ghoſt hh. ld 
guide them into all Truth, and' the ſame Spirit, that 
did comfort, and guide, and lead all the Believers into 
all Truth, he will reprove the World of their Sin, of

So- their Con» 
demnation is, beeauſe of their Unbelief : But the. - 
Lord has promiſed: in his holy Mountain; to make 
unto all people a Feaſt of Fat things, a Feaſt of

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and gave himto be the Head ha all things, Cc, and the 
Fulneſs of him fileth all in all. 
And the Apoſtle faith, There & neither Greek nor 
ew, Circumciſion #or Uncircumcilion, Barbarian, 
Schythian, Bond wor Free, but Chriſt is all and in all, 
Col. 3.

So mark, Chriit is all and in all theſe; the A- 
-poſtle tells you ſo. 

And allo, the Apoſtle faith, For the Love of Chriſt 
conſtraineth ws, becauſe we thu judge, that if one ayed 
for all, they we are all dead; and that he ayed for all, 
that they wh.ch live, ſhould not henceforth live to 
themſelves, but unto Chriſt, which dyed for them, and 
roſe again, 2 Cor. 5.14. 

And the Apoſtle faith in Hebr, 10. ſpeaking of 
Chrift, who faith, 7 come 18 ao thy Will, O God; to 
take away the firfl Covenant, that he might eftabliſh the 
ſecond Covenant , by the which will we are ſanfified, 
through the Offering of the Body of Jeſus Chriſt once for 
all, Mark, once for all Sacrifices, who ends them, 
and once for all the Sins of the whole World, who 
makes an end of Sin, and finiſhes Tranſgreſfion, and 
brings in Everlaſting Righteouſneſs, as 1n the ninth 
chapter of Daniel. 

And the Apoſtle faith in Heby, 8. ſpeaking of the 
New Covenant, That the Lord wonld put his Laws in 
their Minds, and write them in their Hearts, &'c, and 
1will be to thema God, and they ſhall be to we 4 People ;

but your Bodies are the Temples of the Lord, as hetells 
the Corinthians: and Cod is not worſhioped with mens 
Hanas, who pives Life, and Breath, ana all chings; and 
hath made of one Blood all Nation: of men for to dwell on 
all the Face of the Earth; and commandeth all men 
every where to Repent, becau'e he hath appeirted 
a Day, in the which he will judge the World in 
Righteouſnefs by Chriſt Jeſus, whom he hath or- 
dained, whereof he hath given Aﬀurance unto ail 
men z- or offered Faith, in that he hath raiſed Ch:it 
from the Dead, So its clear here, the Lord weuld 
have none to periſh. If by one Offence, or the 
Tranſgreſſion of one, Death reigned, and had the 
Authority upon all men; for all had finned, and 
ſo Judgment came upon all men to Condemnation :; 
evea ſo by the Righteouſneſs of one, to wit, 
Chriſt, the free Gift came upon all 'men to the 
Juſtification of Life. 

So heze was the firſt Condemnation, ang here 
is the fyee Gift of Righteouſneſs, Chriſt, that ta- 
keth away this Condemnation: and they that do 
not believe in the Light, as Chriſt hath taught, 
are condemned with zhe Light: and they that do 
believe ia the Light, and are become Children of 
the Light, are ſaved, as Chriſt hath taught. For 
the Lord ſaith, Look unto me all ye Ends of 'the Earth, 
and be ye ſaved ; for I um God, and there 'is one 
elſe. 

Nor the Lord faith, 7 have ſworn by my ſelf, jon

if God peradventure would give them Repentance;

them captive at his Will, &, So here was a Pof- 
ſibility. 
And alfo,  Chrift ſent his Diſciples to preach 
Repentance ; ard Chriſt upbraided rhe Cities, be- 
cauſe they Repented not, Mat. 11. Mark 6 12, 

And the Apoſtle ſaid, They preached Repentancs 
«t Damaſcus, and at Jeruſalem, and throwgbout all the 
Coaſts of Judea; and then to the Gentiles, that they 
ſhonld Refent, and turn to Cod, and ds Worts meet for 
Repentance, So he teſtified and preached Repentance, 
both to Fews and Greeks, that they might have Faith 
in the Lord Jeſus Chrift, A#s 20. and 47s 26, 

And the Lord gave Fezabel a (pace to Repeat, but 
ſhe repented not, Rev. 2. 

And God poured out his Plagues upon the Wore 
ſhippers of Idels, and the Works of their Hands, 
and for their Theft, Murder, Fornication and Sorce- 
ry, but they Repented not, Rev, 11. 

And the Lord poured out of his Vials of his Wrath 
upon the Beaſt and his ——_— which had ſhed 
the Blood of the Saints, and they Repented not to 
give Glory to God : So here was a Warning for them 
to Repent, Rev, 16. 

And Chriſt doth encourage to Repentance, for he 
ſaith, Thet Foy ſhall be in Heaven over one Sinner that 
Repenteth, mere thew over ninety wine juſt Perſons, that 
weed no Repemeance, Luke 15. | - 
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And the Apoſtle faith to the Romins, There is no 
difference between the Jews and the Gentiles, and the 
Greeks ; for the ſame Lord is over all, and richunto all 
that calleth upon him. But the Apoſtle ſaith, How 
ſhould they call upon bim whom they have not beard or be« 
lieved ? But the Apoftle anſwers his own Queſtion 
again and faith, Fave they not all heard? yes werily 
bat they bave not all obeyed; for their Sgund went out into 
all the Earth, and their Words unto the Ends of the World, 
Rom. 10. 

So you may ſee the diſobedience of 4'am, the dil. 
obedience of the Fews, and the diſobedience of the 
Chriſtians that grieved the Lord, his Prophets, 
and his Apoſtles, and brought Miſery upon them- 
(elves. 

And the Apoſtle ſpeaking ef the unconverted E- 
ſtate both of Fews and Gentriles, how that they were «ll 
gone out of the Way ; and there were none that did guod, 
wo not oe (mark, All) that God might have Mercy wpon 
«ll (mark, upon All.) And is not the God of Truth 
the God of the Fews and the God of the Gextiles p- 
So the Righteouſneſs of God, which is by the Faith 
of Chriſt Jeſus, unto all,- and upon all them thar 
believe? for there is no difference ; for all have 
fiaged, and come ſhort of the Glory of God, in their 
unconverted Eſtate, for the Apoftle preached Chrift 
the Hope of Glory to the Saints; and they warned 
every Man, and teaching every man, 82. that they 
might preſent every man perfe&t in” Chriſt Jeſus, 
Col. 1.18. for they were imperfect, in old Adam, in 
Tranſgreſſion, though Adam was perfeQ before Tran(- 
greſſion z ſo it was the wa of the Miniſters of Chriſt 
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to bring every titan out of the Tranſgreſſion of old 
Adam, where they were imperfe&, and to preſent 
them perfeR in Chriſt Ieſus. Soif God had willed 
'and ordained rhe Condemnation of ſome men before 
the World began, itwas in vain for the Apoſtle to 
warn every man to Repent, and teach every man, 
that they might _ them perfe& in ChriR leſus ; 
and the Apoſtle ſaid, That he witneſſed both to ſn a'l 
and great, ſaying, Ne ether things thes thoſe which the 
Prophets and Moſes did" ſay (buld come, (peaking of 
Chriſt in his general DoArine, As 6, And Chriſt 4aid 
to his Diſciples, Beh»/a, or take notice, 1 give unto y 
Power, to tread wpon Serpents and Scorpions, and over 
all the power 7 the Enemy, and nothing ty-any means ſhall 
hurt you, Luke 10,19. And Chriſt the Son of Man 
is come to fave that which was loſt, Aaarth. 18. 17... 
He that hath an Ear, let him hear. So it ſeems hare 
was ſomething loſt, by the Fall of Man. | And the

. be the reconciling of the World, what ſhall receiving f 
be,but Life from the Dead,Rom.11, He that hath aa Ear 
to hear, let him hear, And again,doth not the Apoſtle 
ſlay, 1n dur time Chrift dyed for the Ungodly? Rom, 5, 
So he did not dye for the Saints only. And again, 
doth not the Apoſtle ay, when we were Sinners,Chriſt 
dyed for w? And (oits clear, Chriſt did not dye for 
the Ele only. And the Apoſtle faith, 7 will therefore 
that men pray every where, lifting up holy Hands without 
wrath aud Doubting.. - So, if men muſt Pray every 
where, it muſt be in the Spirit, as the Apoſtle ex- 
horteth-in another place, to Pray in the Spirit, and 
they muſt be Holy Hands that muſt be lifred up to the 
Holy God ; not Bloody Hands, nor Fifts of Wick- 
edneſs. And the Grace of God, which brings Salva: 
tion, having appeared to all men,which teaches them 
how to live, and what todeay,, and Chrift liyhten- 
ing every man that cometh into the World, and faith, 
Believe in the Light while they have it: and God pours 
ed out of his Spirit upon all Fleſh, ſo that in this Spig 
rit men might pray, and ſerve, and worſtup the God 
of Truth in Spirit and in Truth. 

They that make Satts, arc the Breeders of Enmi- 
ty z but God and Chrift makes no SeQs,\ neither 
doth his Grace, which briags Salvation, that hath 
appeared to all men, neither doth his Light and Life, 
with which he cnlightens all ; acither doth his $ pirit, 
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which he pours uponall Fleſhz acicher doth Chriſt in 
his Death, who taſted Death for every raan, and gave 
himſelf a Ranſom for all.
